THE FULL TEXT OF UNITED STATES DISTRICT ATTORNEY 


BAiRD'S NOW FAMOUS SPEECH IN FEDERAL COURT 


T 


HE general demand for the steno- 


graphic notes of the speech made 
by United States District Attor- 
ney Balrd which resulted 'In the 


discharge of the full venire of jurors 
of the Federal Court, leads us to give, 
herewith, the notes" of the official re- 
porter. They are In the form which the 
District Attorney left them after re- 
vision. What portions are omitted or 
appear now In modified form, the Ad- 
vertiser Is unable to say: 


The Court: Gentlemen, are you ready 


to go on with this case? 
Mr. Balrd: If the Court please, In 


view of the occurrences of yesterday and 
especially of last night, with a panel or 
twenty-four jurors, and we have but 
one more case to try, I will say that it 
will be absolutely impossible to obtain 
another jury for this other case without 
Impressing some of the panel that was 
on duty yesterday, and recognising the 
futility of bringing any more prosecu- 
tions under similar circumstance*, I ask 
It in the Interests el Justice and m be- 
half of the ontted States, and I consid- 
er it my duty, that the present case be 
continued for at least two weeks In or. 
der that the present panel be discharged 
and a new panel brought before this 
Court for the trial of this case; and I 
therefore move you. If the Court please, 
that the present case be continued for 
a period of two weeks. 
Mr. Kinney objected and the objection 


was sustained. 
Mr. Balrd (continuing): Now, if 
the 


Court please, under the circumstances it 
is but proper that I should have made 
the motion which I did make, aad in 
considering it I do not wish to any wise 
to reflect upon the Court, nor to have 
any objection or urge any objection to 
the ruling of the Court upon this mo- 
tion; I rtrppooe the Court U right; I will 
not RUT that It is wrong in denying the 


motion. In my opinion I felt a consci- 
entious discharge of the duties devolv- 
ing upon me to demand that I should 
make that motion, because I consider 
that it would be simply a travesty 
01 


justice to bring this particular .thai be- 
fore this particular Court and this par- 
ticular panel of jury; not that this re- 
flection extends to all the members of 
that panel, because there are twenty- 
four names upon that panel, to my rec- 
ollection; my remarks do not and cannot 
possibly extend to but at least twelve of 
that panel. 
Now I ask that the case be postponed. 


In order that the case at bar be tried out 
of another panel, the Court has In its 
wisdom denied my motion. That leaves 
but one other resource, and I now want 
to move this Court that a nolle pros, be 
entered as to the defendant at bar. It 
Is, however, proper that I should give to 
tbe Court my reasons for making this 
motion, which takes this case out of con- 
sideration, and so far as the defendant 
is concerned leaves him fully as free as 
he was on the day before he was arrest- 
ed. It Is Incumbent upon me that 1 
should explain thus publicly and before 
the Court my reasons for making this 
motion. 
This la the first term that a court has 
been held under .the auspices of the 
United States of America in the .Terri- 
tory of Hawaii. We came before the 
Grand Jury with evidence, which to it 
was amply sufficient to justify it In find- 
Ing an indictment and pleading to those 
charges; the pleadings by the Grand 
Jury were sufficient to Justify the de- 
fendants In pleading not gunty: they 
were put on trial; they were submitted 
to a jury and the exemplification of yes- 
terday demonstrates to me as the prose- 
cuting officer of the United States, it 
seem*, for tbe present at teast, that it 
ii absolutely worse than useless to at- 
tempt to h»ve a convictlnn In a case 
where the United State* is prosecutor. 


I will nay, If the Court wiil permit, I 


think I have a riicht to *ay It, there U 
nobody's liberties Involved; there I* no- 


body's welfare at stake that I shall speak 
of -here, and the facts justify me in 
saying; in all the years of my experi- 
ence at the bar, either as prosecuting of- 
ficer, and I may be permitted to state 
that I have twice previously been the 
prosecuting officer 
for two successive 


terms—in all my professional experience 
at the bar, either as a prosecutor or as 
a defender of'criminals, that . I have 
never seen a case which was a clearer 
case and the merits of which were more 
clearly brought out than the one that 
was disposed of by the jury upon yestei - 
day; never was a case to my mind or to 
ray judgment, although I may have been 
mistaken, but I am justified in speaking 
of my own mind—I am simply Individu- 
ally responsible for what I say; nobody 
else is responsible for what I say; 
no- 


body else is to talk for me, and nobody 
else Is answerable; nobody but myself; 
and I shall make answer for what I 
say—I have never In my life beheld a 
case which clamored 
for justice more 


than the case that was disposed of be- 
fore this Court yesterday. We beheld 
here, as I think, testimony that was ut- 
terly uncontradicted, testimony that bore 
an Impress of truth upon Its face, testi- 
mony that neemed to require conviction 
from fair-minded and 
fair 
men, and 


then cee a case of -that character where 
the circumstance* and evidence 
which 


were 
actually 
UBContradlcted. 
there 


should have been a miscarriage of jus- 
tice such as there was, I say that un- 
der circumstances of that character that 
for one. while we will no longer continue 
to make travesty of justice and ask that 
any conviction be had under similar cir- 
cumstances—I can acquit, I can move to 
acquit just as well as twelve men may 
do It 
It seems to me that It may b* 


the roar against the power of the Gen- 
rral Government. It would simply *dd 
to the contumely that may be heaped 
upon It If I InstKt that vne caw go on. 
under the circumstances as they exist 
today. I wlnh to add for my Individual 
oelf. of course, I may have h»d w>me 
limited experience and may be, perhaps, 


biased somewhat in this matter; I may 
not perhaps speak with that degree of 
calmness that would ordinarily cause 
men to talk under the circumstances, 
but then I say, if the Court please, and 
I say honestly and conscientiously, that 
In the face of proceedings such as these 
It Is worse than a travesty of justice to 
bring men to pass upon crimes such as 
this when conviction cannot be bad— 
the crime 
absolutely uncontradicted. 


Therefore, I feel and say in order to 
save the United States Government such 
scenes as we have had, it is my solemn 
duty to move tnls Court to enter a nolle 
pros., to discharge • this defendant 
and 


set him 
at his liberty. And, further- 


more, I move that the present panel be 
discharged. 


The Court: Any 
other 
case to be 


tried? 


Mr. Balrd: No, sir. 
Mr. Kinney: I ask before this is dis- 


posed of 


Mr. Balrd: I don't think that this gen-

Father Mclaugh- 


lin Lectures on 


Music. 


The musical lecture delivered by Fa. 
ther J. T. McLaughlin of New York in 
the rooms of the Catholic Benevolent So- 
ciety last night proven most entertain- 
ing. 


The reverend father is of almost mili- 


tary carriage, apparently in the prime 
of life; his hair Is turning slightly gray, 
with a florid complexion and 
mobile, 


clearly cut features. Singing, to his own 
accompaniment, with equal facility, in 
French, Italian, • German and Latin, be 
has a rich, high baritone of peculiar 
sweetness and great compass, the 
full 


power of which was reserved, however, 
last evening. 


The Bishop of Panopolls introduced the 


lecturer to his expectant audience, and 
in fluent speech the lecturer proceeded. 


"Monslgnor, I am thankful to your 


lordship for the Invitation so kindly ex- 
tended me tonight to speak to these 
dwellers In your beautiful Islands, for 
a little while. The subject of my talk 
is one, I am sure, dear to all Hawaiian 
hearts—music. In all the wide scope of 
music's powers nothing appeals more 
closely, more quickly to the very heart- 
strings than the folk songs of a country, 
• 


not even a thorough understanding of 
the works of such masters of harmony 
as Wagner can assist in bringing out 
our real feelings as these songs of the 
country. Music is the outpouring of our 
natural expressions; we have all expe- 
rienced the universal wish to compose 
something beautiful when listening to 
some well-rendered piece of music. Tbe 
power of song, whether with-or without 
music, affects the human breast as no 
other power can. 
The words are often 


foolish, as In "Dixie" w.th its lively mu- 
sic and trashy words yet, thirty years 
after the Civil War, the playing of "Dix- 
ie" In g. Southern community will arouse 
an enthusiasm that shows the onlooker 
that to them the music of "Dixie" is a 
melody attuned to their heart-strings. 


"I had the pleasure of meeting Colonel 


Roosevelt some time ago and he told me 
of 
the 
power 
that music possessed 


to bring back to his Jaded soldiers the . 
springy step and upright head. 
\Vnen 


the troopsT lagged, .the present ViCe-.Pres- 
ident ordered the band to play, and tne 
time that sent them up-hill in a quick- 
step was not 'Columbia,' not 'The Star 
Spangled Banner,' but There'll Be a Hot 
Time In tne Old Town Tonight.' 
"Even in the. midst, of business a. pass- ,- 
Ing band win Bet-:-the foot -to—tapping, 
the voice to humming. If It' does not 
draw us to the windows and doors. Even 
an old cart hone win often prick'up his 
ears, lift his head and cavort around." 
The speaker went on to speak -of. the 
foundation'of all' good, cnurcb'. tn}2ric in 
tbe simple harmonies of St. Ambrose 
and St Gregory In the fourth and sixth 
centuries, illustrating it with a 'Salve 
Regina' of tee eighth century in tbe time 
of Charlemagne. 
'Outside of the church the oldest rec- 


ords of music come from Ireland. Bigot- 
ed historians have .omitted the claims of 
Ireland, Scotland' and Wales, and de- 
clared in favor of the French trouba- 
dours, Italian trovatores and German 
meiaterslngers, wbo in reality came hun- 
dreds of years after Ireland was re- 
nowned for its music, its poetry and 
harp. The ancient banner of Ireland 
bore the harp as the emblem of the only 
land that dared claim it for her right. 
Not all historians have slighted her 
claims, however, as the witness of the 
eminent Montelambert will testify. 
" 'Eileen Aroon,' tbe 
melody 
which 


Handel is said to have wished he had 
composed «rather than all his oratorios, 
was sung as a selection of the oldest of 
Irish airs to the words of Moore com- 
mencing 'Erin the tear and the smile in 
thine eye,' and was followed by 'The 
Harp That Once Thro' Tara's Halls.' 


"Scotland, with an almost equally an- 


cient musical history, furnished as an 
example The Land o' the Leal.' "

Tk« Home Rulers claim that they have 


effected a fusion with the rabid anti-Dole 
whir of the Republican party, for the 
purpose of securing the removal of Gov- 
ernor Dole, the appointment of a succes- 
sor mutually acceptable to them, and a 
•ubsequent equitable division of the of- 
fices. 


They propose to send a delegation to 


wait on President McKlnley at San Fran- 
cisco and make representations to him 
which they believe will accomplish their 
objects. Beckley and Wllcox and possi- 
bly Kalauokalanl are stated to be the 
men who will undertake this branch of 
the work, going forward for the purpose 
on the Martposa. They expect that Sam 
Parker will accompany them and give 
them his assistance. They will take with 
them a copy of the Beckley resolution 
passed by the Home Rule members of 
the House, which asks for Dole's remov- 
al for having refused to extend the ses- 
sion; also copies o£ all the bills which 
were pocket-vetoed by the Governor. The 
ones which they think will be most dam- 
aging to the Governor are the County bill 
and the Lilluokalani Pension bill lor 
J260.000, both of which he allowed to die. 


They expect to meet H. M. Sewall. Re- 


publican national commltteeman, in Ban 
Francisco, and that he also will render 
them active assistance in their project. 
They will be satisfied with the appoint- 
ment of either Parker or Sewall as Dole's 
successor. 
Judge 
Humphreys 
has , 
" 'opes," but the Home Rulers think he 
IB a little too rapid In his desires, as 
he is but a recent accession. 
Their present Intention is to slash the 


Appropriation bill ih such parts as may 
be most disagreeable to the Governor, in 
revenge for his refusal to extend the reg- 
ular session, thereby preventing them 
from passing the measures that they had 
promised their constituents, they having 
n»w practically nothing accomplished to j 
show for their two months' work and 
upwards of $50,000 expenditure. 
They are much incensed at Senator 


White, who they claim sold out to the 
Republicans in confirming any of tne 
Governor's nominations 
after 
having 


agreed that none but native Hawaiians 
should be approved. They also charge 
that "Oily Bill" sold them out to the 
whisky ring and was responsible lor tne 
free Joint that was conducted in a room 
adjoining the Senate chamber where 
"liquid comfort" was dispensed with a 
'lavish hand to the weary legislators 
Garibaldi Wilcox and White are still at 
outs over the tacking on of the name 
"Republican" to the Home Rule party. 
Wilcox argues that names amount to 
nothing-that they will not be Republi- 
cans in Hawaii, but in Washington only. 
and as he is the only member of the 
party there, it need not bother the other 
members who remain in Hawaii. White 
declines to give adhesion to this view. He 
has no more use for the Republicans 
name than their principles. 
Humphreys is urging that the Home 
Rulers ignore the Governor's imitation 
of the call for a special session for the 
consideration 
of the Appropriation bUl 


alone and that they take up general leg- 
islation again. They have not yet defl- I 
nitely decided to do this, but they are 
much encouraged over their success in 
having turned down three members or 
She Cabinet, and claim that but for 
treachery of certain of their Senators 
th^would have ousted all of Dole's ap- 
pointees and eventually secured the ap- 
pointment of their own men, by holding 
up the Loan and Appropriation bills nntn

so for so long that there is very little 
opportunity for the establishment ot 
business, and all the professions are 
overcrowded by the outpour of the col- 


i leges 
The>e is a vast amount of cap- 
ital in the eastern States seeking fair 
Investment, and it cannot be said that 
there is any dearth of capital any- 
where in the east; "capital is cheap 
there; capitalists are seeking opportu- 
nity in investment all the time, but 
they seem to have a natural distrust 


! of investing outside the* old limits—the 


I money having been made 
by 
their 


i fathers right there in New England. 
However, outside opportunities ate be- 
ing taken more notice of recently, as 
witnessed by the vast amount of east- 
ern capital that has gone into western 
oil fields, and a great deal of this, I 
dare say, will never go back again, 
Just as the millions of capital that 
went to the Klondyke, there to be 
frozen. 
I think that there are very 
few in the east who at all appreciate 
the opportunities of investment here 


! in the Islands, nor or there many who 
' know anything about the Philippines. 
By natural situation Porto Rico and 
Cuba are more closely In touch with 
the eastern States, and the capitalists 
look to those islands for Investment by 
reason of their proximity; the sugar 
industry of Hawaii, which seems a 
vast item in the west, is regarded as 
very insignificant in the east, and I 
d'oubt not that there are many in com- 
mercial circles there who do not even 
know that sugar cane grows in the 
Hawaiian Islands. I think that as 
soon as the opportunities for invest- 
ment in Hawaii come before the notice 
of eastern capitalists, they will cer- 
tainly be taken advantage of; this 
must be soon, as also with the Philip- 
pine opportunities, because the scarci- 
ty of opportunity for investment in the 
east will force capitalists to widen 
their investigations. 
"Heretofore, thd capitalists who have

'"rt>e present marked tendency to- 
wards the formations of trusts, and 
trusts within trusts, Is making the 
matter more pronounced 
every day, 
and the vast control exercised over all- 
industries by the combines, leaves no 
alternative for the small capitalist ex- 
cept to seek new fields. 
"So far as I am able to Judge. I 
think that Hawaii has great opportuni- 
ties for such capitalists, although I al- 
ready perceive that the field Is well 
covered In many lines of business, ana 
one must rather associate with than 
oppose the established Industries hero. 
"I think there is a great chance for 
advancement in Honolulu, commercial- 
ly speaking. 
Everything Is 
pri- 
mary here, and there is great opportu- 
nity for progress In business lines. 
Perhaps this seems more so to me, 
coming, as I do, from the great, teem- 
ing centers of finance and commerce

UPTON'S NEW YACHT 


From -what Is already known of Sir 


' Thos. Lipton's second challenger there 


is good reason for expecting that the 
hull will show striking modifications 
of the form generally adopted for the 
big yacht racing The exact extent of 
these modifications and the effect which 
they will have on the speed of the boat 
are matters which will not be clearly 
known until after the boat has been 
tried and launched. Every little change 
is of importance, however, as Indicat- 
ing a phase of development of experi- 
ment which may improve our chances 
of success in this important contest, 
and there will, therefore, be consider- 
able 'interest in the announcement, 
which we make with confidence, that 
there will be many novelties in the rig- 
ging and sail plan of Shamrock II.

Such a spar 
would have been impossible In the time 
of wooden masts, but this will be made 
throughout of thin plates of nickel steel, 
on both edges, and strengthened inside 
by a large number of steel spurs ex- 
tending from side to side of the spar. 


•^Three or four advantages are ex- 


pected from this style of apar. The 
first and chief is that there will be no 
topmast to be a possible source of 
weakness and a permanent xworry to 
the skipper every time the wind blows 
more than fresh. 
Shamrock's only

an unsuspected weakness in her top- 
mast gear. 
With the pole mast a 


stouter and better braced spar will be 
secured, and the risk of accident mini- 
mized.

"No yachtman requires to be told 


that the advantage of weight saved is 
multiplied when the weight Is saved 
aloft, and In this another advantage Is 
expected. The weight of the doubling 
which Is necessary when mainmast 
and topmast are used will be saved, 
and with It the weight and windage of 
all the housing and part of the stand- 
ing gear. Again, the steel spar built 
as part of the pole mast can be made 
much lighter than the wooden topmast, 
and every pound saved at this alti- 
tude is of Importance. 


There are disadvantages in the plan, 


but these are trivial as compared with 
the benefits. One of them ti that the 
length of the topmast is expressly set 
out as a factor in the measurement, 
and there may b* some trouble in ap- 
plying this where no topmast, strictly 
speaking, exists The dlsadavantage of 
this will be with the measurer and the 
only real drawback which the yacht 
will suffer will be from the fact that It 
will be impossible to snug her down 
by housing topmast 
should such a 


course be necessary It may, however, 
be pointed out that there was only one 
occasion on which housed topmast was 
considered necessary In the Cup race, 
and even then tbe opposing boat kept 
her* on end.

It is not probable that a final decision on 
this question will be reached for some time to come, since the case will now un- 
doubtedly be carried to the courts by the Importers. 


STAMP TAX ON EXPORTS INVALID 


The Supreme Court of the United States has declared unconstitutional th« 


provision of the War Revenue law imposing a tax upon export bills of lading, 
says Bradetreet's for April 20. Th» decision was rendered in the case of Fair- 
bank VB. The United States. The appellant watf an agent of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company, who was convicted of violating the law in March, 1800, 
the specific charge against him being that he baa issued bills of lading on wheat 
to be exported to England without attaching stamps to them as required by law. 
The appellant contended that the imposition of the tax violated the provision of 
the Constitution that no *" or duty shall be laid on articles Imported from any 
State. The validity of the law was sustained by the United States District 
Court for MlnneSota, but the decision of that court was reversed by the Su- 
preme Court, which held that a stamp tax on a foreign bin of lading, waa in 
substance and effect equivalent to a tax on the articles included in that bill of 
lading, and was therefore a tax or duty on exports, and in conflict with the 
constitutional prohibition. It was suggested on the argument that, if the duty 
on foreign bills of lading was not sustained. It would follow that tonnage taxes 
and stamp duties on manifests must fall also. The Court said that while the 
validity of, such taxes was not before it for examlaaUon, and, therefore, no 
opinion was expressed thereon, yet even If the suggested result should follow it 
furnished no reason for not recognising th? true construction of the constitu- 
tional limitation. 


WJXL NOT BXOOHKBND

Nickel In cloud dust is shown to be no 
positive evidence of meteoric 
origin, 
but the magnetic character, appear- 
ance and composition of some dust that 
fell November 16 and 17, 1897, point 
strongly to a source beyond the earth.

Even th& most brilliant dis- 
plays have made no impression on the 
sensitive plate, ad It was only after 
many trials that Herr Tromholt, to 
Norway, made the first successful at- 
tempt to be recorded, securing a pic- 
tare after an exposure of 8.5 minutes. 
An account has Just be$n given by 
Herr O. Baschln of experiment begun 
some years ago in Lapland. The sen- 
sitiveness of the plates was increased 
by staining with erythrtoslne, and It 
was finally made possible to get good 
pictures in seven seconds. Next in or- 
der will be series of instantaneous 
views reproducing on a screen

ever-changing forms of the aurora. 


Water powers are being actively de- 
veloped by French , engineers to re- 
duce the Importation of coal. In tne 
French Alps forty-eight factories are 
now driven by the power of mountain 
streams transmitted electrically, about 
250,000 horsepower being used. It is 
estimated that 3,000.000 horsepower at 
least is still running to waste in the 
streams of the Alps.

LETTER FROM 


MOLOKAI ISLE 


Editor Advertiser- As my/name has 


appeared somewhat prominently In late 
issues of your paper In connection with 
your reports of Board of Health meet- 
ings, I would ask your valuable space 
for a few words in my own behalf. In 
your issue of April llth I notice that 
Mr 
Reynolds calls ma "chronic kick- 


er," so I propose to take up categori- 
cally the various matters mentioned 
In 


that issue and show whether I can right- 
ly be called a "kicker" or not 


First, as to the short supply of bak- 


ing powder: During1 the month of March 
for three weeks the people here in Ka- 
lawao were compelled to take tbelr ra- 
tions of flour without the allowance of 
baking powder which was 
rightfully 


their due; the food-giver stating that 
there was none on band. In a letter to 
Dr Raymond, under date of April 4, I 
called attention to this matter and asked 
who was to blame for the people being 
deprived for so long a time of what was 
rightfully their due. The only answer I 
got was that • the matter would be in- 
vestigated, and I would receive an an- 
swer later. Mr. Reynolds makes a very 
plausible excuse of failure to fill order, 
bad weather, etc , but falls to show how 
It Is that shortages of that kind In the 
people's rations are never made good 
when a supply arrives; nor la hia excuse 
sufficient to account fat the fact that 
on April 80th the stock of baking pow- 
der Is again short, and people have to 
go without. 


Second, in regard to the ration tickets 


In the store, Mr. Reynolds knows as well 
aa I do that tbe one contention that I 
made was that the people did Sot get 
the full value of their tickets. When 
the system waa first inaugurated by the 
late Mr. R. W. Meyer, the price, fifty 
cents, was based on the then contract 
price of palai, and tote storekeeper was 
ordered 
to issue all food supplies on 


those tickets at Honolulu cost price. The 
tickets were afterwards stopped and it 
Is only a few months ago that 
they 


were re-Issued, the amount, fifty cents, 
remaining the same, although the con- 
tract price of palal, and rations of taro 
grown here in the Settlement, had ad- 
vanced to 87% cents; also. Instead of 
goods being Issued at the cost price, they 
were to be issued at the regular cash 
selling price, meaning a profit to 
the 


store of anywhere from 10 per cent up 
to 25 per cent and as high as 33 1-3 per 
cent. For this reason I contended, and 
still contend, that people do not get the 
full value of their ration tickets; tne 
argument lately advanced that the goods 
have been reduced to the contrary not- 
withstanding 
Mr. Reynolds tries to 


make out that the way the tickets are 
now Issued Is perfectly satisfactory 
to 


everyone except me and a few others 
who desire to set up an opposition store, 
while at the same time he knows wen 
enough that others besides myself, who 
know how they were formerly issued, 
have spoken to him on the same sub- 
ject, but, getting no satisfaction, gave 
it up, and are taking Uie tickets as best 
they can get them. 


Thlrd, and now, briefly, as regards the 


matter of freights. Mr. Reynolds makes 
the statement that I was buying goods 
In Honolulu and selling them to the peo- 
ple, 
and that was the reason yhy I was 


refused permits 
The truth of the mat- 


ter Is this: I was ordering goods that 
people wanted from Honolulu, because 
In a good many instances they could not 
get them In the store here, and, again, 
where they could get them here, 
tbe 


price was from IS to 25 per cent higher 
than I could get them for In Honolulu 
I was delivering these goods here at 
exafctly the Honolulu retail price, and 
I simply asked for these permits to save 
expense to the people for whom I at. 
dered. The point of this whote matter, 
however, lies In this, that, whereas. I 
had, aa the aaylng goes, my little finger 
In the business for a few month*, there 
were others In the Settlement who uad 
been In It up to the eyes ior yeara, and

A NEST MADE 


OFJPELE'S HAIR 


Perhaps few of the readers of Hawaii's 


Yotag People nave ever seen a neat of 
FelqteJBalr, but there la such a nest in 
the"'«*tection- of c«rion in Mr, D. H. 
Hitchcock's home In Hll«| 
was found long ago by Mr 
Hitchcock to the, crater of Kllauea. 


The little bird that built the nert gath- 


ered the material on the «oor and 
•ledges of the crater. She made her home 
on a ledge of rocks quite near the act- 
ive lake. Just why she choae to build 
her nest so cloo* to the lake of lava we 
can never really know. Perhaps she 
liked the hot breath of Pele to keep her 
warm, and perhaps she wanted to build 
where she could easily gather the hair 
from the comb of the fire-goddess. Do 
you know how Pele combs uer hah*? The 
wind Is her comb. Perhaps you can un- 
derstand that better if you have ever 
seen taffy candy made. When the taffy 
Is drawn out there are 
very long 


thread-like pieces which look like nalr. 
This is because the 
tatty 
cools very 


quickly In the air. It Is the same with 
the lava which Pele throws out. She 
stirs up her fires and blows out great 
Jets of molten liva from twenty to a 
hundred or • more feet high. The wind 
cools the outer part of the flre-fountam 
quickly and carries off very fine lava- 
like hair. Once, when there was a great 
eruption on Mauna Loa, quantities of 
Pele*s hair were picked up In the streets 
of Hllo, more than forty miles distant. 


But we must return to our little bird. 


She found a good deal of thla hair in 
the ledges around the l«ke and built a 
most wonderful nest. The queerest part 
1> that she put the finest. floss-UKe hair 
on the outside of the nesi» ana lined it 
with the coarse, brittle hair. Jttst bow 
the little birdies without any feathers on 
their naked bodies would have enjoyed 
this nest we do not know, for the two 
eggs which were found In the nest were 
never hatched. There are hundreds of 
separate pieces of Pele's hair In the nest, 
and the little bird must have worked 
ver> hard In building her nome *o near 
the brink of the lake of fire.—Hawaii's 
Young People.

There seems to be a general Impression 
also that any one v> anting seeds and a 
blackboard lecture on how to grow them 
has only to apply to me to get all the 
seeds he wants. 


"The uses of this, as of all experiment 


stations, vull be the introduction of new 
forage plants, fruits and trees likely to 
flourish in th s climate and the conserv- 
ing and improvement of local growths 
with regard to the highest development 
of their economic values. The scope Is 
a wide one embracing botany, geology, 
entomology and a know'edge of many of 
the sister sciences. 
"It will take a good deal of time to 


get the first step tn the work accotn- 
jlished. I am erecting a house and oth- 
er buildings on our reservation, and 
there is beside, a lovely lot of lantana 
that has had full sway over a great 
deal of the 220 acres allotted. This has 
to be eliminated before we shall have 
any amount of room for actual growing 
experiments. I expect to replace the 
lantana with some leguminous crop ca- 
pable of enriching the land on which it 
is grown. 
"Leguminous crops are natural manu- 


factors of nitrogen, they being fitted 
by the tubercles on their roots to absorb 
nitrogen from the air, while the cereals, 
grasses, sorghum and sugar cane need 
nitrogen supplied to them. In all prob- 
ability the velvet bean will be used or 
some legume to keep down the weeds, 
the crop being ploughed under next au- 
tumn. 
"The velvet bean 
Is an exceedingly 


valuable forage plant only discovered, 
and then accidentally, some ten years 
ago. It la a native of the tropics and 
has occasionally been used as human 
food. Its fertllteer value, while large, 
is not so great as its feed value. Cattle, 
sheep, hogs and poultry are all very 
fond of the velvet bean, though horses 
do not seem to relish them. 


"Th« seed is readily obtainable 
from 


all seed merchants. In aH cases where 
seed Is easfiy procurable from the omal 
channels. It has been the policy Of ex- 
periment stations not to Interfere with 
the seed trade. In the case of a new 
growth it is, of coarse, different, and to 
certain cases where by eapeil expert* 
mentalixtng common growths, aa wheat 
for example, have been raised to a high 
state of perfection, seeds have been sold 
to neighboring; agriculturists at a coat 
sufficient to pay the cost of the experi- 
ments. With new fruits or planta, cut- 
tings and seeds to a limited extent would 
be distributed from the experiment sta- 
tion." 
While the buildings are being erected

Bragg had been wrecked 
on this coast once before, having been 
saved by Captain Partridge, then sta- 
tioned at No. 4. 
The next 
rescued 
was Bichard 


Coombs, ap able-bodied seaman of 
Newfoundland. 
Coombs was In good 


condition, and recounted the horrible 
situation of the remainder of the crew. 
He said that the steward was tied to 
the crosstrees and absolutely numb 
from cold; his condition was such that 
it was necessary for gome one to go 
out to him. At once John Neil of Sta- 
tion No. 3 volunteered to risk his life 
in the effort to save the helpless man. 
Throwing off every piece of unneces- 
sary clothing, Neil stepped into the 
breeches buoy and was launched on his 
errand. The wind was blowing sixty 
miles an hour, and several times the 
brave man disappeared from sight. At 
last he reached the almost frozen man, 
and found it Impossible to do anything 
without help, so he returned to shore. 
Then 
several men volunteered 
to 


launch the lifeboat, and, though Neil 
had done his duty bravely, he insisted 
on returning to the fated vessel. There- 
upon Captain Barker, with a crew of 
picked life savers from numbers 2 and 
3. launched the lifeboat, taking with 
him Neil and Horatio Drlnkwater, an 
ex-llfesaver. These two men volunteer- 
ed to go to the vessel, and consented to 
be left there1 to«omplete the rescue, or, 
if necessary«^w(l In the effort to save 
the helpless men still aboard, for a 
stowaway was also tied 'up in the rig- 
ging, apparently frozen. The lifeboat 
made the-trip successfully, and Drink- 
water swung himself aboard, followed 
by Nea In order to escape being dash- 
ed to pieces the lifeboat immediately 
returned to the shore, and on Its way 
thither another tragedy threatened.

than a principle. We also are under the 
constant temptation to shape our con- 
duct by the lower rather than by the 
higher dictates of our nature. 


This Is the real significance of the sto- 


ry of Lot, and surely for the young who 
have the making or the unmaking of 
their lives in their hands there can be 
no story more deserving of careful study. 


ot us see If we cannot put it in the 


setting of our modern life. 


And first, what is there in Lot himself 


to explain his fatal choice? The first 
thing we need to remember that the ex- 
planation of the foolish acts of man nev- 
er lies in their circumstances, but in 
tHemselves. We forget this. We are al- 
ways trying to put the blame of our fol- 
ly upon circumstance, or fate, or envi- 
ronment; forgetting that men are the 
architects of their circumstances, that 
fate is only the shadow of character, and 
environment the mould of habit 
We 


must look deeper for the determining 
motive of human action, and we find it 
ir what is called principle. We see in 
daily life that the great difference be- 
tween men is the possession or the lack 
of principle. And this was the great dif- 
ference between Abraham and Lot. 


Lot pitched his tent toward Sodom and 


the action explains the man. And this 
choice of Lot Is being continually re- 
peated. Men will enter on forms of bus- 
iness which they know to be full of mor- 
al risk simply because they can make 
money faster In them. They will pitch 
their tents near any Sodom where bank 
accounts grow larger as 
souls grow 


smaller. 


Better a crust of bread and a good 


conscience than all the gold of all the 
world if smeared by tne slime of Sod- 
om. The first, the last and indeed the 
only duty of any man is to do right. You 
may buy your Sodom too dear; indeed, 
no man or community ever'bought evil 
at a cheap rate. 


Again, the choice of Lot Implies a lax- 


ity of virtue in himself. There was 
something in the very atmosphere of the 
fertile, sun-saturated plain of Sodom 
which a man of robust virtue should 
have dreaded. It is a matter of obser- 
vation upon which the world Is agreed, 
that where nature Is moat 
bountiful, 


man Is morally the weakest. The per- 
fect climate means the most imperfect 
men. It Is where man has to battle most 
strenuously with nature that manhood is 
noblest. In the languorous air of the 
tropic, the moral sense is quickly dulled 
to great moral evils, and man is most 
vile, most Impotent for good, more thor- 
oughly the slave of his animal passions. 


Behold the Sodom at our own doors. 


It has, soft winds and perilous fragrance; 
and a fatal beauty. It is the realm of 
passion, of desire, of impurity. And I 
see those on every side who leave the 
sunny hills of life where the air is clear 
and sweet and pure, and go down to its 
fatal plains. 


I know not whether any such are list- 


ening to me tonight, but I do know there 
is a door opening Into Sodom from every 
life. I do know that the road to Sodom 
Is a well-beaten road, all too easily 
discovered. 
Men do not take it at 
a 


bound they approach it by easy stages. 
They begin 
by harboring the unclean 


thought which poisons the Imagination. 
They pitch their tent toward 
Sodom 


They look with callous compliance upon 
its corruption. 
The vehement abhor- 


rence of vice that every pure man feels 


doubled In number In Europe sin-e

I The passing of the birds In France, 
i where protective measures excite little 
Interest, Is Illustrated by M. Louls-Adrien 
Levat by the statement that in one 
spring not less than 1,600 nests were tak- 
en, representing a prospective loss of 
about 6,000 birds, in one province alone. 
In 1860 an export of 100 cages of Insectiv- 
orous birds of various kinds was made 
from Baden to New South Wales, but it 
would be almost Impossible to make such 
a shipment now on account of the scarc- 
ity of such birds in Europe. Not only Is 
the loss of bird-life and bird-song in 
country districts deplorable, but the ef- 
fect on agriculture is disastrous. It Is 
computed that some birds will consume 
200,000 Insects In a season, others as many 
as 600 per day, and that a single Insect- 
eater may be the means of saving 3,200 
grains of wheat and 1,150 grapes daily.

It is described as 
enormous in extent, but so shallow 
that to naylgate, one must wade half 
a mile to reach the boat, and must 
drag the boat half a mile more before 
it can be floated with a load. But the 
most remarkable characteristic is the 
almost incredible amount of salt con- 
tained.

Some curious botanical experiments 
made at the zoological laboratory at 
Naples are reported by Hans Winkler.

One 
man who had been brought in from the 
provinces a week or two ago. and had 
not seen his wife or little child since, 
went into a transport on meeting them 
again. He hugged the little one to his 
breast repeatedly until seen by Doctor 
Sanderson, who is in charge. The doc- 
tor ordered Mm to lay the chiia down, 
explaining the danger of infection. 
There are In all about eighty leprous 
patients in the hospital. Doctor San- 
derson's plan is to keep their minds 
occupied as much as possible, and to 
introduce variety, both in diet and 
manner of living, as he believes that 
the monotony of a fish and rice diet, 
and a general stagnation of existence, 
are largely accountable for the genera- 
tion or propagation of 
the 
disease. 


Partly to avoid this each patient Is 
supposed to do two or three hours" 
work each day. The doctor expects to 
be able to promote his plan more fully 
and perfectly In the leper island which 
is to be occupied before long. 


AS regards the appearance of the 


patients, it must he admitted that the 
ravages of the disease are not so hid- 
eous as the imagination has painted 
them. On the face the disease usually 
manifested itself in a kind of efflores- 
cence, resembling a cauliflower in the 
convolutions of its surface. The skin 
where this occurred was usually of a 
reddish, unhealthy hne. One patient, 
who, perhaps, was the most disfigured, 
had his face covered with leprous 
eruptions or scabs. Another, a woman, 
had the nose eaten away, while an- 
other had. only the stumps 
of the 
fingers left on one hand. In the prison 
cell lay a maniac, the disease having 
touched his brain. 
In order to prevent contracting the 
disease. Doctor Sanderson uses every 
possible precaution and preventive. 
Every time he removes his clothes they 
are subjected to tbe formaldehyde 
process of fumigation, by means of an 
alcohol 
lamp, the 
dehydrogenized 
fames from which are believed to kill 
all germs. Other disinfectants are also 
used. By these means the doctor la 
confident he shall be able to avoid con- 
tracting the disease. 
. _ , . . , 
Doctor Sanderson has signified his 


willingness to take charge of the gov- 
ernment's leper colony when the time 
is ripe. It is his Intention to intro- 
duce his class system there, and by 
every means to promote the welfare of 
the lepers. The doctor is optimistic re- 
garding the work. He goes into the 
work not from any mercenary motives, 
his salary being small, but solely from 
a conviction that the leper colony pre- 
sents a field wherein a man may do 
good and help his fellow men.

"I have been In many respects most 


thankful that I was fortunate enough to 
escape the Senate, although of course one 
or two extra men on our side might have 
tu-ned the minority Into an effective ma- 
jority 
I think, had I been elected, and 


had been a leader of my party, that I 
should have insisted on English being 
maintained throughout the session even 
to the seceo ng of the English-speaking 
Representatives into a Rump Legisla- 
ture, I think that the measures passed 
oy such a body would under the existing 
laws and provisions have stood as legal.

The story of Lot Is as human, as real, 
as vital as though it happened yester- 
day—Indeed, there Is no day when It Is 
not being re-acted In human lives. Lot 
was offered a choice In life, and he chose 


jhan a principle. We also are under tbe 
constant temptation to shape our con- 
duct by tbe lower rather than by the 
ugher dictates of our nature. 
This Is the real significance of the sto- 


ry of Lot, and surely for the young who 
iave the making or the unmaking of 
their lives In their hands there can be 
no story more deserving of careful study. 


Lvt us see If we cannot put It In the 


setting of our modern life. 


And first, what Is there In Lot himself 


to explain his fatal choice? The first 
thing we need to remember that the ex- 
planation of the foolish acts of man nev- 
er lies In their circumstances, but In 
tnemselves. W« forget this. We are al- 
ways trying to put the blame of our fol- 
ly upon circumstance, or fate, or envi- 
ronment; forgetting that men are the 
architects of their circumstances, that 
fate la only the shadow of character, and 
environment the mould of habit 
We 
must look deeper for tbe determining 
motive of human "fiction, and we find it 
In what Is called principle. We see in 
daily life that the great difference be- 
tween men Is the possession or the lack 
of principle. And this was the great dif- 
ference between Abraham and Lot, 


Lot pitched bis tent toward Sodom and 
the action explains the man. And this 
choice of Lot Is being continually re- 
peated. Men will enter on forms of bus- 
iness which they know to be full of mor- 
al risk simply because they can make 
money faster In them. They will pitch 
their tents near any Sodom where bank 
accounts grow larger as souls grow 
smaller. 


Better a crust of bread and a good 


conscience than all the gold of all the 
world If smeared by tne slime of Sod- 
om. The first, the last and indeed tbe 
only duty of any man is to do right Tou 
may buy your Sodom too dear; Indeed, 
no man or community ever'"'bought evil 
at a cheap rate.

The passing of the birds in France, 


where protective measures excite little 
Interest, Is Illustrated by M. Louls-Adrien 
Levat by the statement that In one 
spring not less than 1,500 nests were tak- 
en, representing a prospective loss of 
about 6,000 birds, In one province alone 
In 1800 an export of 100 cages of Insectiv- 
orous birds of various kinds was made 
from Baden to New South Wales, but it 
would be almost Impossible to make such 
a shipment now on account of the scarc- 
ity of such birds In Europe. Not only is 
the loss of bird-life and bird-song in 
country districts deplorable, but the ef- 
fect on agriculture Is disastrous. It is 
computed that some birds will consume 
200,000 Insects in a season, others as many 
as GOO per day, and that a single Insect- 
eater may be the means of saving 3,200 
grains of wheat and 1,150 grapes daily. 
5ome French districts are already practi- 
cally desolated by Insect ravages due to 
bird-slaughter. 


About 500 soundings made in tae North 


Atlantic in 1899 In the Interests of cable- 
laying have added considerably to what 
is known of the ocean bottom. 8<r John 
Hurray records these soundings In three 
groups—those between the Azores and 
the British Isles, those between 
the 


Azores and North America, and those ofl 
the Azores bank. In each series there 
were interesting new discoveries. On the 
first line the "Peake deep," a new de- 
press'on of over 3,000 fathoms, was 
re- 


vealed, but a more Important discovery 
was that of numerous shoals, evidently 
the summits of submarine cones, rising 
sharply from a depth of more than 2.00C 
fethoms to 1,200 or 1,400 fathoms. 
The 


more southerly of the two lines of sound- 
Ings between the Azores and 
North 


America showed an unexpected extension 
of the great Newfoundland bank. Obser- 
vations of bottom temperatures, currents 
and deposits were made by the ^xpionng 
party, and results differing materially 
from those of the Challenger in the snme 
region were obtained. 


The new Dead Sea discovered by Dr. 
Sven Hedin in Thibet seems entitled 
to rank among the geographical won- 
ders of the world. It Is described as 
enormous In extent, but 
BO shallow 
that to navigate, one most wade half 
a mile to reach the boat, and must 
drag the boat half a mile more before 
it can be floated with a load. But the 
most remarkable characteristic is tbe 
almost incredible amount of salt con- 
tained. The bottom is an unbroken 
crust of salt, and the boat and oars 
are as white as ohalk. even the dress 
of the rowers soon becoming whitened, 
while drops of the water sprinkled on 
a drv surface, leave globules like can- 
dle drippings.

A dog was fed on meat and sugar for 
fifty-four days, and he gained

teenth in weight notwithstanding a daily 
run of tn.rty-four miles. When one-third 
of the sugar was replaced with alcohol, 
his ene-gy was so reduced that urging 
was needed to make him run, although 
he lost but an ounce or two in weight 
On alternating the rations, giving the 
sugar and sugar with alcohol each one 
week, the corresponding gain and loss of 
energy were made very apparent

Tests of this automatic light have prov- 
en so satisfactory that the extensive use 
of such buoys Is predicted. 


Some curious botanical experiments 
made at the zoological laboratory at 
Naples are reported by Hans Winkler.

buried in the sand, and the roots float- 
ing In the water In strong light.

There are in all about eighty leprous 
patients In the hospital. Doctor San- 
derson's plan is to keep their minds 
occupied as much as possible, and to 
Introduce variety, both in diet and 
manner of living, as he believes that 
the monotony of a fish and rice diet, 
and a general stagnation of existence, 
are largely accountable for the genera- 
tion or propagation of 
the disease. 


Partly to avoid this each patient Is 
supposed to do two or three hours' 
work each day. The doctor expects to 
be able to promote bis plan more fully 
and perfectly In the leper island which 
ia to be occupied before long-. 


A9 regards the appearance of the 


patients, it must be admitted that the 
ravages of the disease are not so hid- 
eous as the Imagination has painted 
them. On the face the disease usually 
manifested itself In a kind of efflores- 
cence, resembling a cauliflower in the 
convolutions of Its surface. The skto 
where this occurred was usually of a 
reddish, unhealthy hue. One patient, 
who, 
perhaps, was the most disfigured, 


had his face covered 
with leprous 
eruptions or scabs. Another, a woman. 
had the nose eaten away, while an- 
other had only the 
stumps of the 


fingers left on one hand. In the prison 
cell lay a maniac, the disease having 
touched his brain. 
In order to prevent contracting the 


disease. Doctor Sanderson uses every 
possible 
precaution and preventive. 


Every time he removes his clothes they 
are subjected to the formaldehyde

Other disinfectants are also 
used. By these means the doctor is 
confident be shall he able to avoid con- 
tracting the disease. 
Doctor Sanderson has signified his 


willingness to take charge of the gov- 
ernment's leper colony when the time 
Is ripe. It is his Intention to intro- 
duce his class syutein there, and by 
every means to promote the welfare of 
the lepers. The doctor is optimistic re- 
garding the work. He goes Into tne 
work not from any mercenary motives, 
his salary being small, hut solely from 
a conviction that the leper colony pre- 
sents a field wherein a man may do 
good and help his fellow men.

thorities permitted the meeting of the 
lepers and their relatives Sunday: hut 
after discussion It was decided that at 
this season It might be Inadvisable to 
go counter to the time-honored cus- 
tom of the people.

Sealer LOM* Throe Man. 


VICTORIA, B. C, April «.—The 
sealing schooner Enterprise, first of tbe 
sealing fleet to return, arrived tonight 
under distressing circumstances. She 
sailed in with her flag at halfntam and 
with one of her crew lying dead in 
tbe sternboat. This unfortunate, who 
had died on Tuesday last, when off the 
cape, and was wrapped in blankets and 
placed in the boat which hung from 
the stern davits of the schooner, was 
William Holmberg, a resident of "Vic- 
toria. 
His was the third death of the 
schooner's company, two others having 
been drowned in Drakes Bay, on 
March 15. These two—William Burr, 
of Buffalo, and Frank Irvine, of Vic- 
toria—with H. Haiti had left the 
schooner in a small boat, which was 
capsized in the surf. 
When the death of Holmberg occur- 


red, 
the men were so down-hearted, 
they havjng only taken five skins since 
they left Drakes Bay, that they decid- 
ed to return to port, although there Is 
still a week of the sealing season to 
run. 
They had but 182 skins for their 
season's work, and, according to their 
report, the other schooners of the Beet 
will hftve a low catch. Squally weath- 
er during the season left few hunting 
days. 
The schooner had a narrow escape 
from destruction in the path of a large 
waterspout last Saturday. Tbe spout 
was first seen when the vessel waa In 
latitude 47.18 and longitude 126.02 west, 
and was about three miles to leewanJ, 
bearing directly toward tbe vessel. Tbe 
sealers got their bombgnn to fire at the 
approaching waterspout in an endeavor 
to break it before it reached the 
schooner, but tbe gun's services were 
not necessary, for the spout broke and 
fell when not far distant. It lasted 
the sea into a whirlpool, aad would 
have wrecked 
the schooner had it 
struck it, as at one time it seemed 
certain to do. 
^^_ 


During the past ninety years only 
three commissions as lieutenants have 
been given to rankers (warrant offi- 
cers) in the British navy, while during 
the same period over 6.000 have been 
awarded to tbe same class of men in 
the army, many of whom have since 
risen to the highest grades, while the 
three in the navy have not been per- 
mitted to get above sub-lieutenant.
